BELAYED DISPATCHES 



ENGLAND. 
London, .Inly 14. — The Times this morn- 
ing snys of the plutfoniiH tit the republican 
autl democratic conventions that both are 
unworthy of respect . They are disfigured 
by the absence of clear construction, by 
evasion, by trimmings, by servility, and in 
pandering tu the unpopular prejudices of 
modern demagogues and social quacks. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, July 14. — The Grand 
Vizier has tendered his resignation in con- 
sequence of the Egyptian conference ap- 
proving the proposals of the English gov- 
ernment. The Sultan lias refused to ac- 
cept the resignation 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 14.— The Academy of Medi- 
cine is displeased with the address of the 
minister asking it to give an authoritive 
opinion in regard to the treatment of cholera 
cases and the best measure to prevent the 
extension of the disease, and proposes to 
reply, referring the minister to the fact that 
the advice of the Academy tn postpone the 
national fete was disregarded, showing that 
the government considered themselves bet- 
ter judges than the Academy of what action 
to take. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw York, July 14. -A passenger (rain j 
running at full speed on Ihu Brooklyn and 
Coney Island railway, came in collision 
with an engine and coul car near the curve 
at Greenwood cemetery. The engine and 
the passenger train were completely wreck- 
ed. No one was killed outright. Ten per- 
sons were injured. The engineer of the 
coal train to whose carelessness the accident 
is due, has not yet be arrested. 

A private examination of the members of 
the linn of p'isk A - Hatch, bankers, was 
held to-day at their office in regard to the 
recent failure of the Newark Savings Insti- 
tution. Daniel Dodd, the president of the 
bank, deposited about $'2,000,000 United 
States bonds with the linn which belonged 
to the bank, and no security has beengiveu. 
Tho testimony taken to-day was in regard 
to the nature of the transaction between 
President Dodd and the linn of Pisk cV 
Hatch. It was not made public. 

Fifteen thousand bushels of No. 2 corn 
in bouts was found out of condition and 
posted on 'change. The com is musty and 
blue red. 

Schedules in the assignment of Pearce eV 
Hall, hat manufacturers, were tiled to-day. 
They show the liabilities to be $170,000 
nominal, §124,100 actual; assets $81,000. 

M. Lafairne, minister plenipotentiary, 
Btated that he had received from Jules Ferry 
a dispatch that Charles Eenauld, president 
of a French benevolent society in this city, 
had been decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor for his efforts in behalf of 
his countrymen in the United States. 

Hock Island, July 14.- IS. J). Buford & 
Co., a corporation owing the Hock- Island 
plow works, made an assignment to-day. 
No figures were given on the schedules, but 
as near as could be ascertained the liabili- 
ties are about $500,1100, half of which is 
secured by mortgages on real estate; assets, 
$800,000. 

UTAH. 

Salt Lake, July 14.- Advices received 
from Grand Junction are that the mile of 
track torn up by Lovejoy, late president of 
the Denver it Rio Grrnde, was laid down 
again to-day by a force of 35 men under 
charge of Supt. Kidgeway. 

KENTUCKY. 
Owensboro, July 14. — At 1:30 this even- 
ing an armed mob attacked the jail, killing 
the jailor, \V. J. Lucas, breaking iu the 
doors of the cell room, and taking Richard 
Mep, a negro, out anil hanging him to a 
tree in the courthouse yard. Sixty or 
seventy men surrounded tin- jail, demand- 
ing the prisoner who had attempted to out- 
rage the daughter of Sid Kellcy, a promi- 
nent farmer living in the country, a few 
days before. The jailor called to his wife 
to have the pistols iu readiness, and refused 
to open tho doors of the jail. The mob 
then commenced tiring, and the tire was re- 
turned by the jailor and his son Thomas, 
aged 11. They tired 11! shots, the mob 
firing as many as 100. Jailor Lucas fired 
from a porch, and his son from the front 
windows. Two of the mob are reported as 
killed. Eyewitnesses say that they saw one 
man fall, shot by Tom Lucas, and that he 
WH3 placed on a horse and quickly carried 
off. After firing six shots from the porch, 
the jailor was shot, the ball striking his 
right side near the nipple, He was carried 
to his room, still rufusiiig to give up the 
keys. His wife look the pistol and tried to 



keep back the mob, but they crawled up 
stairs and forced her to give up the cell 
koys. The outer door was battered down 
with sledgehammers. They then took May 
from his cell and hung him to the only 
available limb of a tree in the courthouse 
yard. Jailor Luces was given prompt at- 
tention, but died at 7 o'clock this evening. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Fiianoisco, July 13.— W. M. Neilson, 
who was chief instigator of the famous suite 
of .Miss Hill against ox-Senator Sharon, for 
divorce, htis announced his withdrawal 
from the ease. He says ho lias become 
aware that certain testimony on which she 
bused her ease had been falsilied. The 
fab'itleation consists in changes in the "my 
dear wife" letters, the word ■•wife" having 
been added. This statement creates a sur- 
prise. The trial will bo resumed to-morrow. 

CUBA 

Havana, July 13.- There wer. were nine- 
teen deuths here from yellow fever the past 
wuok.

Tlie officiating clergyman and the 
bridgioom had taken up their respect 
ivo positions at the altar, awaiting the 
bride's arrival, when sudden tly a lady, 
attired in bridal dress, and accompanied 
by two little girls as bridesmaids, enter- 
ed the sacred edifice, walked hurriedly 
up the aisle knelt by the side of the 
bridgegrootn, and seized his arm in 
an excited manner. That gentlemen, 
though somewhat startled, ditl not lose 
his presence of mind, and, with the 
assistance of some Indies, endeavored 
to persuade the fair intruder to retire. 
After a scene of sonic confusion, the 
lady was removed lo :i sear, where she 
was effectually screened from any 
further view of the proceedings, and 
the ceremony was allowed to proceed 
without further interruption.

BART LETT. 

Amusing incidents sometimes occur in 
parliament, i'arty fooling or personal 
antipathies urti often the cause of littlu 
tilts which break the monotony of dull 
business. The premier and Mr. Ashmead 
Bartlett are old foes. The following is an 
account of their latest collision: — "So far 
nothing had occurred to explain the ex- 
ceptionally crowded state of the Opposi- 
tion benches, but after questions had been 
decorously disposed of, the murder came 
out. Ma Ashmead Bartlett had a per- 
sonal explanation to make in defence of 
his charactor for accuracy, which the other 
day 7Jr. Gladstone had rashly ventured to 
impugn. The member for Eye is very 
particular about accuracy. It is his esta- 
blished and inevitable habit to retort upon 
tho Undor Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
when an answer has been given which 
does not please him by a threat to call at- 
tention to the habitual inaccuracy of the 
Foreign Office :>• the earliest possible op- 
portunity. This is one of the standing 
jokes of parliament, but Mr. Ashuiead 
Bartlett plumes himself so much upon hia 
own unstained character for accuracy that 
he resented the 1'riuie Minister's descrip- 
tion of him as grossly inaccurate, and as 
something approaching an insult. His 
idea of fair play was curiously illustrated. 
While his friends had all got notice uf 
what was in the wind, he bad taken no 
pains to inform the Prime Minister of his 
intention to attack him, It is true that 
he wrote to him addressed at the House of 
Commons; but knowing as he does what 
the practice of the Prime Minister is, this 
can only be described as a trick to cover 
his discourtesy, which he vainly hoped, 
perhaps, would not be exposed. Mr. 
Gladstone is usually engaged at Downing- 
Htreet till late in the afternoon, and, by a 
special arrangement, questions addressed 
to him aro put last an the paper, with the 
view of sparing bun an unnecessarily early 
attondence. He did nut receive Mr 
Bartlott's letter until he entered the 
House, shortly after five o'clock. The 
Tories cheered the member for Eye loudly 
when lie rose, and throughout the course 
of his statement, which was nothing more 
than an amplification of what he said on 
Tuesday. A curious scene followed. Mr. 
Gladstone, who had come to his place un- 
provided with documents, was obliged '" 
appeal to his assailant to help him out of 
tho difficulty. Mr. Ashmead Bartlett, 
surprised by an unexpected summons to 
the Treasury Bench, hesitated for a mo- 
ment what to do. But finally, as ho strode 
across the door with his hands filled with 
manuscripts and what looked like readers' 
proofs, both sides burst forth into hilari- 
ous shouts. Amid the din it was possible 
to hear tho humorous suggestion made by 
one of the wags of the House, "Shake 
hands and be friends." An animated 
conference took place between the I'riine 
Minister and the member for Eye, then, 
having possessed himself of the pabulum 
or fodder his opponent bud brought him, 
the Prime Minister proceeded calmly to 
uso it by way of showing that his opinion 
of Mr. Ashmean Bartlctt's habitual inac- 
curacy remained unchanged, and he fol- 
lowed up his statement with a grave piece 
of advice to purge himsell of the careless- 
ness which leads him into so many 
scrapes.

CHOLERA I 'R E( 'A UTI < >NS. 



The world is threatened with another 
scourge of cholera like that, which traveled 
around the globe in 1849-50 and 51. It 
has boon observed that whenever the epi- 
demic breaks out, it makes a complete cir- 
cle of devastation, travelling east or west 
by day's inarches and everywhere leaving 
it traces behind. We sincerely hope that 
our province will not lie in the track of 
the destroyer, but it behoves us in com- 
mon with the rest of the world, to make 
all possible preparations to resist or miti- 
gate its effects. France is at present the 
seat of the epidemic and great precautions 
are being taken to keep it from crossing 
the Atlantij to America, but all the care 
may not be able to prevent it. Should 
cholera reach New York or any of the 
eastern ports, it would bo impossible to 
prevent it spreading all over the conti- 
nent. No doubt its ravages would be 
greatest in the south and east on account 
of the excessive heat, but for the western 
coast there is another source of danger, in 
its close communication with the Asiatic 
countries which are the home of this dread 
disease. Should it reach San Francisco 
the Chinese quarters in thai city would 
invite it to do its worst, and Chinatown 
here is the same thing on a smaller scale. 
Wo must awake to the necessity of doing 
something immediately tu fortify against 
that most insidious enemy —disease. The 
city is provided with a sanitary commit- 
tee or board of health and we would sug- 
gest that these gentlemen should call a 
meeting to talk ever the measures that 
might be adopted to purify the city and 
pruvide for tho health of the inhabitants. 
A regular and systematic inspection should 
be inaugurated not only of Chinatown, 
the Indian quarters and the public drains, 
but also of the premises of private bouses. 
Such inspection would doubtless disclose 
many a neglected back yard, whore all 
sorts of accumulation are allowed to pol- 
lute the air. A facetious writer lias sug- 
gested that back yards should be in the 
front of houses for then the pride of the 
housekeepers would insure their good 
order. But it, will now be to the interest 
of every family to do its utmost toward 
preserving the health of the city and 
those who are too lazy to do so— the 
"dirty denizens" of the town — must be 
compelled by law.

faithful pastor and wise counsellor for a 
; period of three years, feel it to bo a duty 
wo owe, e'er you take your departure from 
I us to enter upon another tield of labor, to 
express our rogret that the happy relations 
which have existed between us as pastor 
1 and people are about to be severed 

The itinerant system which has over 
been an important feature in the policy of 
I the Methodist Church, makes it necessary 
I that changes in the pastoral oversight of 
churches should take place at least once 
1 in every three years, and as you have fill- 
: tilled the period allowed by law, as loyal 
I members of the church we yield a cheor- 
] ful obedience to its mandates, while we 
! cannot but feel regret its effects are in 
tins case the severance of ties which have 
become dear to our hearts and which 
j shall ever be cherished in our memories. 
When you came amongst us three years 
ago and entered upon tho discharge of 
your ministerial duties the church was in 
a state of unrest which required the ex 
erciEe of wisdom, prudence, and careful 
pastoral administration in order to recon- 
cile difficulties and restore it to its wonted 
state of harmony and spiritual efficiency. 
Prior thereto many prayers went up to the 
thrcne of grace that God would so order 
events that a man should bo sunt us full 
of the Holy Ghost and of a sound mind to 
take the oversight of our a Hairs, and in 
your appointment to tho supcrintendency 
id' the church in Victoria wo recognize an 
answer to prayer and the direction of an 
allwise Providence. 

As the result of your labors amongst 
us, you will leave our church harmonious 
and united; in membership, largely in- 
creased; in spiritual power, greatly 
strengthened; financially, if not free from 
debt, in easy circumstances, with largely 
increased receipts; and in addition thereto 
your fearless advocacy uf total abstinence 
principles lias contributed in no small de 
gree to the upbuilding of the cause of 
temperance in our midst and to educating 
tho people to a proper appreciation of the 
terrible evils resulting from the unre- 
strained traffic in intoxicating liquors. 

In bidding you farewell, our prayers 
and best wishes shall follow you, and in 
your new field of labor wo trust, you may 
have many souls for your hiie I i -.li 
to your ministry; ami wliil - ^ 
is not untinged with regn .-. a 

consolation in knowing that what is our 
loss will be others' gain. 

We would not close this address with- 
out bearing testimony to the great service 
rendered our church, in many ways, by 
Mrs. Watson, 'during the years of her 
sojourn with us. Foremost in every good 
work, having in view the temporal and 
spiritual welfare of tho church, wo cheer- 
fully acknowledge our indebtedness to 
her. She has truly proven herself to be 
a helpmate indeed, and by her cheerful 
disposition and amiable and Christian 
character, has endeared herself to all with 
whom she has had social relations or in- 
tercourse in matters relating to church 
atfairs. That the great head of the church 
may have you and your dear family in his 
holy keeping is our earnest prayer. "Now, 
the God of Peace, that brought again 
from the dead our Lord Jesus, that great 
shepherd of the sheep, through the blood 
of the everlasting covenant, make you 
perfect in every good work to do his will, 
making in you that which is well-pleasing 
in his sight, through Jesus Christ, to 
whom be glory forever and ever. Amen."

The Rev. Mr. Watson in replying said 
he would fail to express his feelings for 
tho kindly manner in which Mrs. Watson 
and himself had been roferred to in the 
address. He said ho could hardly realize 
the parting at present, but no doubt 
when gone would be fully able to. 
When he arrived in Victoria nearly 
three yean ago ho was met. with 
kindness, and during his ministry 



with the greatest appreciation and this 
address now touched their hearts and 
would always be a cherished memento in 
his family, and would be among its most 
precious relics. With reference to the 
law of change adopted by the church, ho 
would ever act loyal to it, no matter what 
his feelings might bo and thought it wise 
always to accept whatever conditions one 
might bo placed in. Ho referred to tho 
happy relations that had always existed 
between himself and tho official boards, 
and of his desire never to act other-wine 
than in accordance with their views, abid- 
ing always by tho decision of tho majority 
whether adverse to his opinions. As to 
their relation as church and pastor, thore 
was nothing but. what was favorable to 
say. The church was in a healthy state, 
and he had no misgivings as to its success 
in tho future, nor as to tho acceptance with 
which the Rev. Mr. Percival, the coming 
pastor, would till his duties as its spiritual 
adviser. Ho again thanked them for 
their kind reference and said that this 
evening would have many pleasant mem- 
ories and that nothing would give thom 
greater pleasure in future than the know- 
ledge of the advancement of the church in 
Victoria. 

Mrs. J. B. Ferguson and Miss Flum- 
merfolt thou gave a brilliantly executed 
instrumental duet, after which the berries 
and cream and cake were passed round.

European iMsiil. 

London, duly 7.- Lord St. Leonards, 
for his assault on the servant girl Emma 
Colts, was sentenced on Saturday in tho 
Old Bailey to an imprisonment of seven 
weeks, the term to include tho time 
already spent in gaol. As Lord St. Leon- 
arils was convicted on May 1 9th, and lnm 
boon in gaol over since, the sentence was 
a virtual discharge, as tho term expires 
to-day. 

London, duly 15. — In reply to the ap 
plication of the sanitary authorities for 
precautionary measures against the intro- 
duction of cholera into London, Sir W. 
Vernon Uarcourt refuses to take any 
steps, saying that experts dispute the 
efficacy of quarantining. Mr. Gladstone 
on being applied to said that it was nut 
the policy of the government at present 
to annoy France by any avoidable restric- 
tions upon commercial intorcouso. This 
heartless remark, which indicates that the 
conciliation of France, in connection with 
tlie Egyptian agreement, i» m«re import- 
ant to the liberal ministers than the 
jeopardy of the lives of millions, has 
created a deep feeling of righteous indig- 
nation amongst conservatives, and has 
alienated a large number of Mr. Glad- 
sto- e's own followers. 

London, July" — War between France 
and China is deemed inevitable by the 
French journals, which are writing in a 
tone of extraordinary violence. The be- 
lief is that the war patty have at last got 
the ascendant in Pekin, and that France 
will have to seize Hainau and occupy Can- 
ton. The new Chinese minister to France, 
Lifong Poa, obtained an interview with 
Premier Ferry, and said he had come to 
confer regarding the charge that the affair 
at Langson was a violation of interna- 
tional obligations. When tho Chinese 
minister began to argue that the Langson 
battle did not show a broach of tho Tien- 
Tsin treaty, M. Ferry abruptly closed tho 
audience by rising from his seat. Tho 
French premier was pale with anger, but 
he said m cold and measured tones: 
"Captain Founder will arrive at Mar- 
seilles to morrow with the original treaty, 
which he signed with Li Hung Chang. 
Wc must await his arrival and a formal 
view of that treat}'. In tho meantime we 
believe that the treaty has been grossly 
and treacherously violated, in accordance 
with a prearranged plan. Wo are there- 
fore prepared to act vigorously to avenge 
the outraged honor of France."

A Note IfiuoK on British Colum- 
bia. 

Mr. Henry Barnabyj an English coun- 
try gentleman, accompanied by two 
friends, made last year an extensive tour 
through the States, Eastern Canada and 
British Columbia and the diary of his 
travels as bo explains! in his introduction, 
has furnished the material fur "Life and 
Labour in the fur West" recently pub- 
lished by Cassell in London and Now 
York. The book has been favorably re- 
ceived and while it does not claim to be a 
very critical or exhaustive elaboration, tho 
briefnoss of the traveller's sojourn in tho 
various localities described by him pre- 
venting profound study, it is yet of value 
for it is written in a spirit of absolute fair- 
ness. We Bue the countries visited by 
the author with the eyos uf an English 
country gentlemen unused to the glarish 
aspect oi western civilization. Mr 
Barneby does not appear to think so 
well of Manitoba and the North western 
Territories as land cenipaliy speculators 
always on tho lookout for "happy quota- 
tions" in distinguished traveller's hooks, 
might wish. Short aa his visit was ho saw 
enough to sound a note of warning of whioh 
no doubt many an intending settler will 
avail himself. To come to our little "Sea 
of Mountains" province, his remarks 
seem lo be smgii lurly just and to the 
point. He has much to say of our cli 
mate, "it is so excellent ill every way that 
I much reuret that the fanning lands are 
not more extensive, otherwise this would 
be the place of all olhers to wliieli a small 
Biilish farmer should emigrate. A 
laborer, however, oi All artisan of any dis- 
criptiou could do well here ami il" steady 
ami active might put by a large sum of 
money." He further speaks most on - 
couraguigly of the future prosperity of 
our province so far as the mineral and 
lumber res uirces are concerned, while 
his information as to fanning laud on the 
island quoted largely from remarks made 
by hen. Mr. Smitlle, the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, will, no 
doubt, lead to good results. uf the high 
price of town lots in Victoria, he writes 
with seuio surprise: but it dues not pre- 
vent hi in speaking of our city as "a most 
charming place, with a climate the best in 
the world." Mr. Barneby quotes fewer 
stones of western origin than most authors 
in a similar position, a fi.ult that some- 
times is a merit, though perhaps our ex- 
cellent chief justice will nut j 'in in this 
bull, for one of tho few tales told by our 
author is a resurrection of the ufl told 
story of his severe rule in the old days of 
tho gold fever, that "aft r sitting in 
judgment all the week when ho took his 
rest on a Sunday he spent his leisure 
hours looking nut for trees on which 
to hang criminals on the Monday." 

There is inu h useful information about 
the interior of the province and what he 
says is sultieieutly encouraging, and con- 
sidering that the whole work hoars the 
stamp of unprejudiced truthfulness on j 
every page it will tend to draw public at- 
tention in England to our country a re- 
sult much needed, for there is perhaps no 
civilized country about which there is so | 
much ignorance manifested by the gener- 
al public in Europe than just regarding 
British Columbia, and a good reliable 
book on our province would indeed meet 
a "long fell want." A chapter in the book 
by another pen, to which several of the 
English reviews of the work have drawn 
special attention i3 devoted in tho Koot- j 
enay district. It is written by a friend of I 
the author, Mr. W. A. B.iillie-Grohman, ! 
the author of several works of travel, and 
gives a very graphic and very interesting 
account of that at present su little known 
corner of our province. Mr. Baillio- 
(i rohmaii is evidently a great admirer of 
what ho tin hesitatingly pronounces tho, 
most beautiful country he has ever seen, i 
and he describes the lower Kootenay j 
valley and lake where, we hehevo, ho la j 
intending to make his future home 
ho faithfully that any reader who may 
have visited Kootenay will recognize tho 
country at a glance. The description is 
both interesting and valuable from the 
fact that the attention of men of capital 
and experience in mining has been re- 
cently fixed upon that quarter. Mr. Bail- 
lio Grohmiill'a powers as a descriptive 
writer have been already referred to m 
these columns; and it is only necessary 
to add that his contributions to Mr. 
Barneby 's book adds to the importance 
and value of the volume. The book is woll 
got up ami has tho further attraction of 
containing a good large map, the detailed 
manner in which the Kootenay district 
is worked out betraying Mr. Balllo t iroll 
man's hand work.

farmers for two weeks without coinpen • 
sation. There aro no office expenses or I 
salaries paid from the fund. Every dollar | 
is used for transportation which which is 
furnished at reduced rates from half rate 
rates. Little ones are selected by city 
missionaries and others who know the in- 
dividual needs of every family and great 
caro is taken to send those needing a 
change Many children sent last year 
have booil invited to return this summer 
and some found permanent homes in the 
country. Nearly 4,500 children enjoyed 
a fortnight's outing last year while up- 
wards of 5,700 spent, a day nt Coney Island. 
Parties were sent oil' to day, one which 
numbers 623 children. 

Nk\V York, July 15. — Eight families, 
assisted emigrants, arrived to clay. Four 
are from Mayo, Ireland; four from Brest, 
Germany; all will be sout back.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, July lo. — The Times has a 
story from Philadelphia of the loss of tho 
schooner Deborah H. Divert}', from Rich- 
mond for Albany, with cargo of gas coal 
The vessel sailed Juno 17th, with a crew 
consisting of captain, mate, steward and 
four men before the mast, besides having 
on board the captain's wife and child, and 
wife of the steward. On the night of June 
'27th, during a hurricane which swept the 
Atlantic coast, the schooner was seen found- 
ered eight miles off Hecks beach, N.J. coast. 
No assistance could be rendered. A diver 
later visited the wreck and made out the 
name Deboran H. Diverty. -Since then he 
has been unable to make examination, but 
ho saw what he took to be a man lashed to 
tho wheel. He thinks that the bodies of a 
woman and child are in the cabin. 

ENCLAND. 
London, July 15. -Granville, foreign 
secretary of state, refused the request of 
Spain for the revision of protocol of the 
commercial treaty with Kngland. Negotia- 
tions therefore closed. 

ITALY. 

Romk, July 15 — The Vatican has issued 
an appendix to the Freemasonry encyclical 
suspending for ono year tho obligation of 
bishops' denouncement of secret societies. 

FRANCE. 

MaII.HKILLRS, July 15. - Tourists avoid 
southern Franco and Italy and all health 
resorts. These regions will bo empty 
until autumn. It is estimated that 30,000 
persons have lied from Marseilles since 
tho cholera appeared. Tho polico suppress 
all socialist meetings. 

New Yoke, July 14.— Howard Vincent, 
late chief of tho Scotland yard detectives, 
arrived from Europe yesterday. Ho said: 
"I proposo to go into parliament at the 
general election, if it does not take place 
before I get back to England. I had 
several offers of seats, but 1 have not de- 
clared my party, and cannot do so until I 
have thoroughly ascertained the import of 
the political situation. I shall remain in 
America but a short time, I regret to S'iy. 
I ain deeply interested In studying the 
effect of democratic institutions upon a 
cosmopolitan people. I am going very 
shortly to San Francisco; thence to Now 
Zealand and Australia, and shall be away 
about a year. English newspapers have 
all published a statement that I am mak- 
ing a tour around the world. I have no 
special business in Now Zealand and Aus- 
tralia. " 

''Shall you not study tho detective sys-

New York, July 14 —Tho Chinese 
consul-general at New York has sent u 
communication to the mayor of Phila- 
delphia, which sots forth tho duties to 
Chinamen residing there by advising them 
to obey tho laws and abstain from opium 
smoking, gambling and othervices. Copies 
of the communication will be distributed 
among Chinamen. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, July 14— The Chronicle 
this morning says: "A rumor comes from 
Portland that the Northern Pacitie has ot 
length secured the lease it has long covet- 
ed of the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Co.'s property. If this is true the trans- 
action converts the Northern Pacitie into 
as complete an monopoly as can be con- 
ceived. It places all of Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territory at tho mercy of the com- 
pany by virtually shutting out the Union 
Pacific and all other competioii fiom Port 
laud by tho Columbia river route, and 
from Puget Sound by way of Portland 
and tho Columbia river. The Oregon and 
Bailway and Navigation Co. is in posses- 
sion of the only available roadway from 
the Dalles down to Portland and Puget 
Sound. It was the hope of tho people of 
that country that this advantage would 
not be surrendered to the exclusive use 
and control of either the Northern or tho 
Union Pacific. 

Tho collector of tho port, Soars, has 
been notified by Secretary Folgor that per 
sons from the cholera infected districts of 
Franco are leaving in considerable num- 
bers by other than French lines. The 
collector is instructed to require evidence 
that none of tho baggage of immigrants 
or returning travellers has been shipped 
from disinfected districts since June 20th. 



Woman. 



Woman, owing to her proposed on- 
franchisment, occupies at the present mo- 
ment a C' nsiderable share of public at- 
tention, a. .Jail that relates to her is of 
special interest. Man, although ho has 
had tho pleasure of her acquaintance for 
nearly six thousand years, ia, or professes 
to bo entirely ignorant as to her political 
temperament, and apparently knows very 
little about her beyond the fact that she 
was originally produced from one of 
Adam's ribs. Some interesting observa- 
tions were made by Joan Rouloti in the 
beginning of tho sixteenth century. "Ob- 
serve the result, "he preached, "man, com 
posed of clay, is silent and ponderous, but 
woman gives evidence of her ouseous ori- 
gin by tho rattle she keeps up. Move a 
sack of earth and it makes no noise, touch 
a oag of bones and you are deafened with 
tho clatter-clatter." Woman, however, 
was not without an advocate of her rights 
in those days. The following remarks 
made on the "Excellency of Women," 
written by Cornelius Henry Agrippa in 
1501), are such as might have been utter- 
ed by Mr John Stuart Mill: — "Unjust 
laws," he says, "do thoir worst to repress 
women; custom and education combine to 
make ihem nonentities. From her child- 
hood a girl is brought up in idleness at 
homo and confined to needle and thread 
for sole employment. When sho reaches 
marriageable yours she has this alternative 
— the jealousy of a husband orthecustody 
of a convent. All public duties, all legal 
functions, all active administrations of re- 
ligion are closed against her." Agrippa 
looked upon women as the practical box. 
"What arithmetician," he asks, "could de- 
ceive a woman in a bargain?" And any 
one who has had exporienco of a modern 
British lundlady at a seasitle lodging- 
house will contirm Agrippa's opinion on 
this point. Whether woman will evor got 
into parliament remains to bo aeon; but 
that Eve would have found some difficulty 
in entertaining the house as at present 
constructed is boyond a doubt, if any re- 
liance U to bo placed on a calculation 



made of hor size by tho Fronch Orienta- 
list Henrion, member of the academy. 
In a table given by him of tho relative 
heights of several eminent historical per- 
sonages ho puts that of our great mother 
at 118 feet 9.75 inches. Tho dwindling of 
woman's stature is probably owing to her 
wrongs. When sho obtains her rights she 
will perhaps regain her somowhat formid- 
able proportions. — St. Jamea's Gazette.

Montreal July S.— This afternoon 
Mr. Tesse, of La Minerve, was fully 
committed by the Police Magistrate to 
stand his trial at the Court of that 
Queen's Bench for criminal libel against 
the Hon. Mr. Mercier. 

Hamilton, July 15. — The charges 
against tho officers of the Mutual Mar 
riage Aid Association who are now in 
Brighton, are likely to full through. 
There is but little sympathy hero or 
in Brighton with those who went into 
such a scheme as the Association, 
which was refused letters of incorpora- 
tion by the Government, and which 
did business under the authority of the 
General Benevolent Act. 

Ottawa, July .'i.— Senator Skead, 
while in a shop opposite the Bussell 
house, was suddenly prostrated by a 
paralytic stroke about two o'clock. The 
doctors called in pronounced the case 
hopeless. He has not been removed 
to his own house. 

Preparations for the expedition to 
Hudson bay are goinfj on apace. 
Lieut. Gordon, R, A., has been ap- 
pointed to tuke command of the ex- 
pedition, and to place tin- parties of 
observation. Mr. R. F. Stupart, of 
tho Meteorological Observatory, Tor- 
onto, will have charge of the chief 
station. He will have under him a 
trained assisstant. 

It is now asserted that tiie new 
Lieutenant Governor of Quebec will be 
either Senator Mason or Senator Cha- 
pais. 

The members of the Montreal press 
have made arrangements for a trip to 
the capital. They will camp out on 
Major's hill. 

Halifax, July 1 — The election 
came off in ('ape Breton county to day 
for the seat in the Commons made 
vacant hy the appointment of Mr. 
William McDonald to the Senate. 
The returns are not nil in, but it is be- 
lieved Mr. H. F. McDougall, the 
Government candidate, is elected by 
about 150 majority over Mr. N. I.. 
McKay, the Opposition candidate. 

Toronto, Ont., June 2. — To-day was 
the last day in camp and the different 
corps left for home. Marly in the 
morning a serious riot was narrowly 
averted. Some one cut down the tents 
of the 70th battalion while the inmates 
were asleeep. Believing that members 
of the] 2th battalion, between whom 
and the 77th there has been a long 
standing grudge, were the guilty parties, 
a general tight was proposed and a 
buglar sounded the assembly. Word 
was despatched to the main guard, the 
C Company infantry school, and .'il of 
them came to the scene of action at 
the double. The 77th were ordered 
back to their tents, but refused, saying 
they wanted to lick the 12th. The 
guard was then ordered to tix bayonets, 
and the 77th, refusing for tho second 
time to disperse, the word was given 
to charge- When the 77th saw the 
bayonets coming ijuickly toward them 
they ran anil were quickly in their tents, 
two or three being slightly wounded. 

Montrkai., July I. -Thos. llobiti, 
president of the Caledonian Curling 
Club, and ex-president of the Caledonia 
Society of this city, died last evening. 
Deceased was well known throughout 
the United States and Canada He 
contracted the ailment during the 
carnival last winter. 

St. Stephkn, N. B., July -1. — It is re- 
ported from Ottawa that Kir Leonard Til- 
ley retires from the cabinet on his return 
from England. Bis physical condition re- 
quires rest from actual duties 

TORONTO, July 4. — At the meeting of 
the creditors of Forbes & Lownsborough 
to-day it was shown that the liabilities 
were from §50,000 to g80,000. The as- 
sets consist mainly i>f stocks and it. de- 
pends mainly on the condition of the 
stock market whether they yield a largo 
or small return. 

Montrkai., July 14 Throe children 
of recent immigrants named Wright were 
buried this afternoon by the fall of a 
niece uf coal near Hoehelaga station, mi 
the Canadian Pacific railway. The eldest 
a boy of 15 was killed, a girl of 12 bail 
logs crushed, the youngest, a boy, escaped 
without injury. 

Hamilton, July 14. — The three officers 
of the Marriage Aid Association, W. A. 
Duff, J. M. Webber and W. K. Webber, 
discharged on examination at Bright- 
on, were immediately rearrested and taken 
ta Napanee. The complainant there is 
named Gardiner. lie has paid in §2,7)00 
and received nothing. .Soils arc threat- 
ened against the Brighton parties who cans 
ed the arrest of the uttioers of the con 
cern. 

Bran mine, July 7 —A most deliberate 
mail robbery was committed here last 
week. A little boy named Conboy secur- 
ed the key of Mr. 1'ugsley's box at the 
postoflice and took on the average twenty 
letters a day, commencing June 150th. Me 
was caught this morning after having tak- 
en from seventy- live ttt oi.e bundled let- 
turs, many of them monied ones. He had 
destroyed the whole of the epistles. The 
culprit is not ten years old, 

Bramtford, July 1.— W. J. McHaffie, 
bookseller, was awakened in his bedroom 
at three o'clock yesterday morning by a 
burglar who was at the time searching his 
clothes. McHaffie drew a revolver from 
under his pillow and [lulled on tho man; 
the shot, however, missed tiro. The burg- 
lar then sprung on McHaffie and attempt- 
ed to stab him with a knife. Fortunately 
the former had a pillow in his hand with 
which, he warded off two blows. Tho thief 
finally broke his knife in the bod when lie 
levanted, Mr. McHiilrie tiring another 
shot at him as he leaped out of tho window 
but without effect. 

Ottawa, July 14.— Tho residents of 
Manotick, a village on the Ridoau canal 
sixteen miles from here, are excited over 
the discovery that Paris green has been 
placed in one of tho wells of this place w here 
a largo number of people obtain water. 
A constable has been endeavoring to 
find the perpetrators of tho diabolical out- 
rage, but so far without success.
